Eugenle's Present Hesldence.
Torquay, which has lately been selected by
the ex-Empress of France for her residence, has
been a very favorite resort of continental poten-
tates of late years. The Russian royal family
especially affect this retreat. Members of the
Houee of Orleans bave wlso been visitors there,
aud more lately the Queen of the Netherlands
spent some daye in the hotel where the ex-

Emprees has heen staying,

Forquay, which is eclose to the spot where
Willinm the Third of Epgland landed when he
came to ascend the throve of England, is of
modern fame as compnred with Bath, Bear-
borough, and many other English watering
places, Forly yeurs ago it was a mere fishing
village. It wow contains mwany thousands of
inhabitants, is agitating for the right toreturn a
member to Parliament, and is onc of the most
wealthy and respectable communities in Great
Britain. All this prosperity I8 probably, owing
to the fuet that & pumber of years ago some
fashionable doctors concluded that the south
const of Devonshire was peculiarly favorable to
patients suffering from pulmonary diseases,
which carry off nearly half the population of
Great Britalp,

Torquay is one of the few places in England
which enjoy two seasons, In the summer, num-
bers of persong from London and other great
centres resort Lhere; in the winter 1t becomes a
British Nice or Mentone. It must not, however,
be concluded that the consumptive patients have
it all to themselves. These unfortunates are ac-
companied by frlends and relatives, who are
mwany of them quite a2 much bent on amusement
as the invalids are upon health. Torquay, in
the winter, is consequently ore of the gavest
places in the country; ball follows ball, and din-
ner party dinner party. There 18 a club full of
loungers, and the fashionable shops are thronged
with purchasers.

The rents paid in the winter for favored resi-
dences are heavy, reaching as high a3 8150 a
week; indeed, it I8 a very dear place in the win-
ter eeason. The proprietors of Torquay are 8ir
Lawrence Palk, M. I, for the county of Devon,
and Mr, Cary, of Toer Abbey, who represents a
Roman Catholie branch of the family of Lord
Falkland. The rise of the town has been a
wine of wealth to these gentlemen, and quite
revived their someWwhat drooping fortunes.

Bir I.. Palk is reported to get £14,000 a year
from property which his father gave £10,000 to
purchase, and when the leases fall In the rents
derived from it will be far greater. This gen-
tlemar, who had a fine seat about fifteen miles
from Torquay, has lately built a bandsome
house In the town, and his wife, a very pretty
woman, is the leader of soclety. _
